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BARSTOW OFFICER “LAWN SHOWER 


SHOT BY NEGRO FETES” POPULAR ON THE EAST SIDE WASHINGTON O, 6.  TOIMP 





Tom McMillan, widely known offi- 
cer, was shot and mortally wounded 
at 10.20 o’clock last night at Bars- 
tow when he attempted to arrest 
three negroes who were riding the 
top of train No. 22, Santa Fe over- 


land passenger train which passed 
through Upland shortly after 6 
o'clock. McMillan died at 11 o’clock. 
He bled to death from a wound in 
his left lung and shoulder. 

The three negroes fied together 
immediately after the shooting and 
were running east out of the Bars- 
tow yards when they were last 
sighted. 

More than 100 Barstow citizens, all 
armed, had formed a posse and were 
searching the desert at midnight. 

Deputy Sheriffs Leave for Scene 

At 12.15 this morning a posse of 
heavily armed deputy. sheriffs left 
San Bernardino with orders fro 
Sheriff W. A. Shay to capture the 
murderer. The sheriff himself was 
held here by the death of his father- 
in-law, W. W. McCoy. Shay talked 
with Constable Ed. Harris at Barstow 
over the long distance telephone, 
secured as complete a description of 
the negroes as possible and early 
this morning every desert officer, 
every railroad train crew, agent and 
esction foreman was on the watch 
for the fugitives. 

In the sherfff’s posse are Deputy 
Sheriffs Dick Bright, E. E. Leffen 
and Jesus Amarias, Fred Smithson, 
Santa Fe officer. They expected to 
reach Barstow before 3 o'clock. 

Barstow wag highly excited at mid- 
night. The word spread threugh the 
desert town with a rush, men who 
had retired were aroused and the 
great searching party was formed. 
Automobiles dashed to every road in 
an effort to head off escape.

region. into. which the men fled.

The two white men gave themn- 
selves up. They are held as wit- 
nesses to identify the negroes. 

The five men boarded the train as 
it puiled out of San Bernardino, ac- 
cording to railroad men here late last 
night. 

’ Special Officer Hathaway, who was 
at the east end of the yard at the 
time of the shooting, saw the three 
negroes running across, the tracks. 
One of them was apparently reaching 
for his revolver in hig trouser leg 
when Hathaway saw them. The offi- 
cer reached this conclusion when he 
learned a few minutes later that Mc- 
Millan had been shot. 

Was Chief of Police in Albuquerque 

McMillan was one of the best 
known officers on the Santa Fe. For 
¥@ years he had been chief of police 
at Albuquerque, N. M., and for 10 
years before that a member of the 
force at Osage City, Kansas. He 
was 55 years old. While his head- 
quarters were at Needles, his home 
was in Los Angeles, where his fam- 
fly resides. He is survived by a son

Mr. Teague recently did some 
effective pinech-hitting on 
schedules at the national capital. 

Mr. Teague expressed the opinion 
that Southern California walnut and 
citrus fruit growers may expect bet-

ter conditions during the coming 
year. He thinks the tariff bill wilt 
work out to their satisfaction and 


predicts that railroad rates will soon 
undergo reasonable adjustment. 
Washington Convinced 

“While in Washington, with others 
I appeared before a committee of 
railroad executives and representa- 
tives of the interstate Commerce 
Commission,” he said, “and we out- 
lined facts which convinced them 
that California fruit shippers can- 
not continue to pay the prevalling 
freight rates. They seemed impres- 
sed, and we were told that they wilt 
soon advise us what they can do 
for us.” _ 

Mr. Teague declares that South- 
ern California is most fortunate tm 
that Washington officials have con- 
fidence in her fruit marketing organr 
zations. 

“The orange, 
industries have been conducted on 
such high-class lines that govern- 
ment officials weigh with great care 
every statement affecting their pros- 
perity,” he said. “The feeling there 
appears to be that the Southland 
doesn't ask for anything unless it 
desperately needs it, and they are 
inclined to lend a willing ear when 
its voice is heard.” 

Depression Passing 

Speaking of general business con- 
ditions, Mr. Teague said that enst- 
ern bankers, brokers. and business 
men told him that the depresston 
was passing and that business was 
picking up.

N an address by President 
Harding made August 4th be- 
fore the citizens of Lancaster, 
N. H., he said: “We can put 
an end to War without giving up 
our nationality. The last confict 
was so costly in treasure and in 
human sacrifices that I believe man- 
kind today is standing in combina- 
tion and in the consciousness of a 
determination that the whole devel- 
opment has been wrong, that acquire- 
ment through might is contrary to 
human justice, and in our sorrow and 
sympathy and our sacrifices, we of 
America, and all the world, are re- 
solved today that warfare ought to 
come to an end. 
I am happy to bring you word that 
your government is doing all it can 
to bring about a conference of na- 
tions and to have their spokesmen 
look each other in the face and come 
to an understanding that will remove 
the causes of war. Not a surrender 
of nationality, which we cherish, not 
a surrender of our liberties, of our 
right to determine the ways we shall 
pursue, but to remove the reasons 
for war and put an end to costly 
armaments. I believe we shall suc- 
ceed. 
I would like to have much less of 
resources for destruction, and more 
of resources for instruction in Amer- 
ica. I would like to have less of toil 
to maintain arms, and more of play 
to hearten the American people. I 
do not believe the best of citizen- 
ship comes out of the constant 
grind.—

AST week the German mark 
declined, among the inter- 
national exchanges, to a lower 
point than it has commanded 

since November of last year. The 

price got down to 1.06% cents, and 
the drop caused much comment in 
financial circles. 

At present the situation is domtin- 
ated by enormous speculation in ex- 
change in Europe, not only in marks, 
but in the currency of other nattons 
also. The cheapness of marks, It 
will be news to many to hear, is 
not disturbing Germans to any great 
extént. For one thing, they have be- 
come accustomed to it, and for an- 
other thing German bankers and 
manufacturers are not unduly con- 
cerned about the lew rate of ex- 
change. In fact, they prefer to see 
marks cheap, as that discourages im- 
portation of foreign goods and makes 
‘both domestic “materials and labor 
cheap, and facilitates exports.

MOUNTAINEERING OF THE 
FUTURE 


Exactly 134 years ago a Genevese 
of Huguenot refugee family, Francols 
de Saussure, with a whole caravan 
of guides, made the first ascent of 
Mont Blanc; and now, another Gen- 
evese, Francois Durafour—also, I he- 
lieve, a descendant of a Huguensdt 
family—landed for the first time in 
an aeroplane on this mountain, some 
1,500 feet below the summit. Those 
who know the Dome du Gouter, 
where he landed, will remember that 
it is a snow plateau of considerable 
extent, and an aeroplane fitted with 
an apparatus like a sleigh, instead of 
with wheels, might easily land upon 
it. But M. Durafour’s aeroplane was

Throughout her long sojourn 
in this country Emma found our 1n- 
stitutions not to her liking and the 
propaganda she spread evidenced 
that nothing would please her better 
than to see our cherished nationat 
ideals shattered. When the war was 
in progress she continued to vent 
her displeasure in spite of the 1n- 
hibition against wnlicensed speecn 
For these indiscretions she and Alex- 
ander Berkman and two hundred or 
more similar disciples of discontent 
were shipped to Russia, from which 
country they originally came, and 
there they had golden opportunity 
to enjoy the consummation of their 
hopes under the Bolshevist regime. 
But Emma, strange to say, is not 
happy in the land of her birth. She 
pines for the country she professed 
to despise and would fain return to 
us, if the hard-hearted government 
at Washington would permit. She 
alludes to this side of the Atlantto 
as “home” and wonders if she wit 
ever enjoy another Thanksgiving 
here. Moreover, she calls herself an 
American.
